Ocean Beach parish celebrates 75 years 


OCEAN BEACH — Parishioners and friends packed 
the pews of Sacred Heart Church Oct. 12 for a Mass 
marking the church’s 75th anniversary. 

Msgr. John Rhatigan, pastor, and Father Charles 
Fuld, associate pastor, were joined by Bishop Leo T. 
Maher, principal celebrant, and over 20 other priest con- 
celebrants for the diamond jubilee Mass. 

The liturgy began with a procession into the church, 
featuring many of the parish’s longtime members. As 
parishioners entered the church, they received a com- 
memorative 18-page program produced by Father Fuld. 
Entitled ‘‘The People of Sacred Heart Celebrating 
1911-1986,”’ the program featured the faces of 41 parish- 
ioners on the front and back covers. 

Bishop Maher told the parishioners he saw in them 
“the very radiance of God’s love.”’ 

“He speaks to you with His love. . . an enduring love 
that never fails,’’ said the bishop. ‘‘We celebrate today 75 
years of that love.”’ 

Father Patrick Grace, retired Navy chaplain and long- 
time friend of the parish, served as homilist. He told the 
congregation that the Second Vatican Council fathers 


gave today’s Catholics ‘‘a richer understanding of church 
. we are the church,’’ he said. 

Like the faces featured on the program, it is the people, 
not a building, that celebrate the anniversary, said Father 
Grace. ‘‘We are the body of Christ. We are his church, 
called by God to energize the community. 

“‘The real history of this parish has been written in the 
lives of its people,’’ added Father Grace. ‘‘Today we are a 
visible sign of Christ’s presence in this world.”’ 

Sacred Heart Church began as a 40 x 24 foot building 
erected in 1911 on the corner of Santa Monica and Sunset 
Cliffs Blvd. Its first pastor was Father Joseph Mesny, who 
also served in La Jolla and Old Town. 

Father Mesny served two stints as pastor of Sacred 
Heart totaling about one year. In 1919 the first resident 
pastor, Father Thomas Walshe of Liverpool, England, 
served the parish for one year. 

The second resident pastor, Father Declan Foley, ar- 
rived in 1924. He was responsible for purchasing the land 
on which the present church is located. The old structure 
was moved and some 30 feet were added to it. The first 
Mass was celebrated at the new location on June 24, 


1924. 

The building was removed and replaced by a new steel 
reinforced concrete structure in 1946. The first Mass was 
celebrated in this church on Palm Sunday of 1947. The 
pastor, Father Edward Hannon, also purchased land for a 
parish school and for a convent. Both were completed in 
the fall of 1948. 


After Msgr. Hannon died in 1954, Msgr. Francis 
Dillon was named pastor and served the parish until he 
retired in 1968. Msgr. Kenneth Stack served as pastor 
until his death in December of 1973. 

Msgr. Rhatigan was appointed pastor Jan. 15, 1974. 
Under his pastorate, the parish purchased additional 
property to expand the school and church parking lot. 
Two houses were purchased to serve as homes for a 
“‘youth cottage’? and the parish’s religious education 
facility. 


In his address after the Mass, Msgr. Rhatigan thanked 
parishioners for their support, saying that 20 years ago 
many were predicting the parish’s demise. ‘‘How wrong 
they were,’’ he said. 


Catholics respond to victims of Salvadoran quake

Catholics across the United States responded to pleas 
for donations of money, clothing and blood for survivors 
of the Oct. 10 earthquake in El Salvador. 

Three days after the earthquake struck, a strong 
aftershock shook El Salvador, sending frightened people 
into the streets of the capital, San Salvador. 

Reports as of Oct. 14 indicated that as many as 1,000 
people had been killed by the earthquake and up to 
200,000 left homeless. 


In El Salvador, Archbishop Arturo Rivera Damas of 


San Salvador criticized the Salvadoran government Oct. 
12 for failing to provide greater relief services to poor 
neighborhoods.

Some of the worst hit neighborhoods in San Salvador 
were poor shantytowns, according to news reports.

Catholic Relief Services, the U.S. bishops’ overseas 
relief and development agency, committed $50,000 for 
relief in El Salvador, according to Beth Griffin, 
spokeswoman. 

The agency is working with the Archdiocese of San 
Salvador, which has established an emergency 
commission to coordinate humanitarian assistance sent to 
the church. 

Archbishop Roger Mahony of Los Angeles pledged

$100,000 to aid the victims of the earthquake. An 
estimated 300,000 Salvadorans live in the Los Angeles 
archdiocese.

Faith, tradition valued by East County Indians

LAKESIDE — ‘‘The reservation is a different world,’’ 
said La Salette Father Richard Landry, pastor of Blessed 
Kateri Tekakwitha National Indian parish. It consists of 
three Indian missions: Barona in Lakeside, Viejas in 
Alpine and Sycuan in El Cajon. 

Located on reservation territory, these missions are 
owned by more than 700 members of the Digueno Tribe, 
Father Landry said. In addition to the pastor, the parish 
team is made up of LaSalette Father Leo-Paul Leblanc 


and Josephine Whaley, a tribe member and director of 


catechetical ministry. 

Democracy rules on the reservation; tribal members 
decide what should or should not take place, the pastor 
said. 


Progress on the reservation is slow. The Indians are 
‘‘not into newness. . . and the nine-to-five white world,”’ 
he said. 

American [Indians are ‘‘a proud, but not showy people. 
They are attached to Mother Earth. If it could provide an

adequate living, they would go back to hunting and 
fishing.”’ 

The tribe values religion and the church. One draw- 
back to this is that ‘‘some tribes have forgotten their tradi- 
tions because they have become so Catholicized,’’ he 
said. 


East County Indians maintain their traditional burial 
practices. Plots at the mission cemeteries are usually dug 
by hand. 

The deceased are interred with some of their favorite 
items, such as playing cards. These are provided to aid 
the deceased during the year Indians believe their souls 
roam the earth before going to heaven, often referred to 
as ‘‘the happy hunting ground,’’ Father Landry said. 
Unlike Christianity, Indian tradition does not include the 
concept of hell. 

Burials are followed by burning the deceased person’s 
clothing. The family then serves a large meal to those who 
attend the funeral. Even though many cannot afford this, 
{Indian hospitality requires that they provide this meal, he

explained. 

Church customs should not be imposed. ‘‘You can’t 
just dump your idea of God”’ on the Indians.’’ It should 
work within Indian tradition. ‘‘You have to listen to them 
first,’’ said the pastor who has been at the parish for two 
years. 

“‘When you work in the missions, you must be 
prepared to stay a long time because it takes time to build 
trust and a relationship.’’ Indians, often mistreated by 
whites, tend to mistrust all of them, he said, adding that 
they tend to accept priests more readily. Those who work 
with Indians must realize they ‘‘express emotions dif- 
ferently from us.” 

‘*The parish doesn’t belong to me. It belongs to us,’’ he 
said. The laity needs to respond to make things happen. 

For a long time, the Indian community was without the 
service of a missionary or a priest. They became 
accustomed to performing sacramental ministry for them- 
selves, serving as prayer leaders at funerals, weddings or 
births, said Father Landry whose community has served 
the parish since 1979.

Who is the heir apparent? 


Who do you think will get the nod for the top offices in 
the U.S. Bishops Conference next month? Although the 
church elections aren’t held until after the national ones, 
the nominees are being picked now. 

Each of the nearly 300 bishops and active cardinals in 
the U.S. is selecting five men among their number to be 
candidates for the office of president and vice president of 
the U.S. Bishops: Conference. 

The three-year terms of the current president Bishop 
James W. Malone of Youngstown and Vice President 
Archbishop John L. May of St. Louis expire this 
November. 

The process calls for each voting bishop to submit five 
names to the nominating committee which makes up the 
slate. 

There are surprises, of course, dark horses and light. 
The nominee is asked in advance if he will be willing to 
serve for the ‘‘good of the order.’’ Few ‘‘do not choose to 
run,”’ although there have been cases of cardinals taking 
themselves out of the race. 

At the first election of the revised conference after Vat- 
ican II, the cardinals agreed they’d step down and let the 
bishops and archbishops enter the lists. They entered as 
ordinary mortals during the second and all subsequent 
elections, however. 

In almost every case except for the 1983 election, the 
nod has gone to one of the 25 or so archbishops. They are, 
after all, seasoned men, many with years of experience, 
usually named at an early age and well versed in a num- 
ber of disciplines. 

This time, it seems likely that Archbishop May, the 
current vice president, will be the leading nominee for 
president. Archbishop May has been a member of the rul- 
ing board for the past three years, automatically sits on all 
the important committees, and has “‘paid his dues’’ to the 
organization. 


“The VP usually sits quietly back, but he does a lot of 
’ work,”’ I was told. ‘‘After three years of being No. 2 at 


every meeting, most of us figure he deserves a chance at 
the top spot,’’ one of the electors said. 

There are now over 30 archbishops among the voters 
— a good 10 percent. Winnowing it down to 5 from that 
number has to be difficult. Electors, though, will probably 


At one time there were old-timers in most parishes who 
had been members since birth, or at least had spent most 
of their lives in the same parish. A stable population of 
old-timers lent a sense of solidarity to parish life. They 
could be seen at all liturgical and social events. They gave 
the neighborhoods that surrounded a parish their charac- 
ter. In many ways these people contributed to the charac- 
ter of a parish. 

I remember when [ lived in Chicago how you could tell 
what time it was on Sunday just by watching the neigh- 
bors go to Mass. Those who lived next door were the 9 
o’clockers. Down the block were the 10 o’clockers. 

Out of this Sunday routine of neighbors going to Mass 
and the omnipresence of old-timers at parish events came 
my strong feeling as a Catholic that I was united to others 
of the same religious bent. 

According to the Notre Dame study on parish life, how- 
ever, parish unity and solidarity of that type is much less 
prevalent today. One reason given is that Catholics once 
predominantly clustered in city neighborhoods have 
scattered to the suburbs today. 

Another reason is found in young people who go off to 
college and temporarily sever their relationship with the 
parish. They sever it completely later when their first job 
takes them to another community. 

Lifetime adherence to neighborhood or parish has been 
changed by the increased mobility of Catholics today. 

At the same time, it is my belief that no matter where 
one lives there is always a sense of solidarity for a 
Catholic. We all share in the same Eucharist and faith.

world traveller as head of the Propagation of the Faith; 14 
years a bishop. 

e Archbishop Edmund C. Szoka, 59, Detroit, former 
national treasurer and a hard-working executive; 15 years 
a bishop.

Sister called by God and society

SAN DIEGO — Carondelet Sister 
Norah Marie Sargeant entered the con- 
vent because she ‘‘felt a call from society 
as well as from God. 

‘I entered to do something for God by 
doing something for God’s people,’’ said 
Sister Sargeant, a counselor at the 
Academy of Our Lady of Peace. 

A nun for 15 years, Sister Sargeant 
‘“‘was not a willing subject. [ didn’t want 
to be a Sister or a teacher.’’ However, she 
came to realize there was ‘‘something 
irresistible about this God who calls us. 

““What can I do for you, God? How do 
you need me to live?’’ These are ques- 
tions she often asks herself. 


Marriage and children were goals dur- 
ing most of her years at Mount Saint 
Mary College in Los Angeles where she 
studied nursing in the late 1960s. 

The Sisters of St. Joseph of Carondelet, 
who operated the college, wore habits at 
that time. ‘‘I used to say ‘look at the 
birds’ until I got to know some of them 
and discovered they were human.’’ They 


Vocation retreats offered 


The Diocese of San Diego’s Vocation 
Office sponsors a vocation retreat each 
spring and fall.

vocation retreat said the experience 
helped her realize how important prayer 
is in spiritual growth. ‘‘Based on the 
retreat [ began to view prayer as an 
enriching part of my life and not just a 
burden or duty,’’ she said. ‘‘I also 
learned to grow by sharing my 
experiences with other young women and 
hearing of their growth in their faith.”’ 


Seminarian Thane Hall said that the 
monthly support group meetings 
“assisted me most in my discernment to 
enter the seminary.” 

“The best thing was coming together 
with young people who have the same 
desire to serve the Lord that I did,’’ he 
said. ‘‘By coming together in union with 
friends, I learned that I was not a fanatic, 
but just an ordinary person discerning a 
lifelong vocation.”’

knew the relevant issues of that decade. 

“In my five years there, I saw a change 
in them. [ realized God was doing 
something in me, something persistent,”’ 
she recalled. 

Sister Sargeant’s parents had expected 
their only daughter to marry and have 
children. Although she came from ‘‘a 
strong church’’ family, she | said her 
parents had a difficult time accepting her 
decision to join the Carondelets. 

After deciding to enter the convent, she 
obtained a teaching credential. ‘‘I was not 
a particularly serious-minded student. [ 
never thought I’d be a teacher.’’ 

Although she had thought she would 
teach for a short time, she discovered she 
liked teaching and spent 12 years in 
elementary schools. Challenging ‘‘young 
people to become aware of their own 
power’? is one aspect of the profession she 
especially enjoys. 

“The older I get, the more [ realize’ 
all things are accomplished through God. 
She emphasized the importance of being 
centered in God. 

Working with the people of God is the 
favorite part of her vocation. She added 
that, technically, nuns are classified as lay 
people. ‘“‘We should be with the laity, 
with the grassroots.”’ 

‘There is tremendous pain in the 
world’’; many people feel isolated. Bring- 
ing healing and wholeness is a charism of 
the Carondelet order she feels is. very 
important. 

“{f don’t believe you can put on a 
community’s charism. [t’s something that 
has to be in you already. Healing and 
peace have always been part of my life. 
The charism was there.”’

In today’s world many people are 
afraid of commitment because they fear 
being hurt. Television soap operas re- 
inforce this fear through their portrayals 


of infidelity, said Sister Sargeant. the 
local vocations contact for a 
Carondelets. 

She teaches her students that God loves 
them for who they are. ‘‘God will remain 
faithful to us. . . . God takes care of us, 
cuddles us and makes us laugh.”’ 

Newspapers recently have printed 
numerous stories detailing the poverty in 
which many retired nuns live. Although 
the problem is real, nuns and priests are 
not the only retired persons affected by 
poverty, she said. 

““If women are not attracted to us (the 
religious life), maybe we need to look at 
the image we portray.’’ She would like to 
see the media print stories about nuns ‘‘as 
people who are happy and celebrate life.’’ 

“I don’t believe (nuns) are empty- 
headed little girls,’’ she said. She resents 
deeply the image of nuns portrayed by 
objects such as the little nun dolls. 

Being celibate does not mean one can- 
not give life. For Sister Sargeant, living in 
community is “‘lifegiving.”’ 

The convent, however, should not be 
seen as an escape or security blanket from 
the world. Religious life is challenging. 
As a community, Sisters support each 
other, ‘‘but that doesn’t mean we all 
agree.” 

‘“As a kid, [ thought I couldn’t be a 
nun because I didn’t have perfect hand- 
writing. I couldn’t be sweet like a nun. 
But [ want people to know that (nuns) are 
all different, just like other people. 

‘‘T don’t believe (nuns) are dying out.”’ 
Whether Religious communities survive 
will depend-on whether they are looking 
for resurrection — new life — or resusita- 
tion — being the same as before. 

‘Resurrection means letting go and 
letting God change us. . . . If we die out, 
maybe God no longer needs us; or maybe 
we didn’t listen to what God wanted.”’

SAN DIEGO — As the number of 


vocations to the priesthood and religious 
life decreases, membership. in orders for 
the laity is increasing. This is true of the 
Lay Carmelites, Secular Franciscans and 
Oblates of St. Benedict. 

Like their counterparts in religious life, 
these lay groups make a commitment to 
live the Gospel according to guidelines of 
their communities. 

Third Order Carmelites ‘‘are lay 
persons and clerics called to intimacy with 
Christ through contemplative prayer and 
zealous participation in the liturgical life 
of the church,’’ according to Lee Gray, 
central council director. Members strive 
to acquire the spirit of St. John of the 
Cross, St. Teresa of Avila and other Car- 
melite saints, she added. 


Lay Carmelites have about 75 
members in five chapters throughout the 
diocese. Each chapter meets monthly for 
Mass, praying the divine office (the 
official prayer of the church), a talk by 
their master of formation and a business 
meeting, Gray explained. 

An annual gathering of all the chapters 
is also held. Last summer Father Arthur 
Anderson celebrated the liturgy for this 
occasion at Gray’s home. 

Father Anderson is director of the 


Carmelite Community of Bethany in . 


Holtville and pastor of St. Joseph Church

there. He is one of the few priests in the 
diocese who is a Third Order Carmelite. 

Since making his profession two years 
ago, he has sought more silence and recol- 
lection. ‘‘Silence is not a penance, but a 
joy,’’ he said. 

Lay Carmelites practice devotion to 
Our Lady of Mount Carmel. They are re- 
quired to pray the Little Office of the 
Blessed Virin Mary twice a day and wear 
the brown scapular in her honor. 

They wear a ceremonial scapular at 
public functions of their community. The 
front of this scapular is lettered with in- 
itials of the Blessed Virgin Mary; the back 
represents Christ with the letters IHS (see 
photo). 

Other daily practices recommended to 
lay Carmelites include celebrating Mass 
and praying the rosary while meditating 
on its mysteries. 


Carmelite spirituality ‘‘could easily 
motivate lay members to become interest- 
ed in a religious vocation,’’ Gray said. 

Alda Rezentes is one example. The 
former Third Order Carmelite entered 
the community of the Carmelite Sisters of 
St. Teresa in Fallbrook. The 68-year-old 
postulant is a widow and mother of four 
‘grown children. 


Lay Carmelites have a two-year 
formation program. The first year the 
master of formation in each chapter in- 
structs them in the principles of Carmelite

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Priest maintains high school friendships 


‘| value those friendships . . . They keep me in touch with where | came from.’

Most men and women who consider a religious voca- 
tion often do so because of the influence — at a young age 
— of a priest or nun whom they consider a role model. 
That person is often a friend of the family or relative. 

For Father Ben Marcantonio, associate superintendent 
of Catholic schools and San Diego’s youngest priest 
ordained for the diocese, there wasn’t a priest-friend in 
the family to serve as a role model. 

His youth mirrored that of many other San Diego 
teens. He attended Patrick Henry High School and had 
aspirations of studying medicine in college. 

His parents instilled in him the moral values for which 
most Christians strive. Yet, it wasn’t until his junior year 
in high school that Father Marcantonio became 
acquainted with a priest who made a strong impression on 
him. 


‘“‘A young priest came to. our parish whom I could 
identify with,’’ he said. What the priest had to say in his 
homilies, at parish youth gatherings, and at the sacrament 
of reconciliation ‘‘added up.”’ 

That priest, Father Michael Smith, now pastor of the 
Immaculata Church, helped the priest-to-be discern his 
religious vocation. “‘I took the initiative and went to him 
about the possibility of the priesthood,’’ said Father 
Marcantonio. 

Father Smith suggested he attend a vocation retreat at 
St. Francis Seminary. Father Marcantonio agreed, and 
the retreat ‘‘played a major role’’ in his decision to enroll 
at the diocesan seminary after high school. 

The retreat allowed him to meet many young 
seminarians. ‘‘I[t became much clearer to me what the 
seminary was,’ he said. “‘It was much different than I 
thought it would be. There were people like me that were 
not closed off from the world.”’ 


The retreat gave Father Marcantonio a link with the 
seminary community which does not exist in many other 
dioceses. ‘‘It allowed me to say, ‘Do I really want to be a 
part of this?’ ’’ he said. ‘‘The locality of (the seminary) 
made it much more accessible and familiar. If I had to 
uproot and move (from San Diego) to the seminary it 
would have been more difficult.’’ 


This month I begin my seventh year 
of formal preparation for the ordained 
priesthood. While each of these years 
has been valuable, the last two in 
Rome have been particularly 
enriching. 

Preparation for priestly ministry in- 
cludes the practical necessities of ed- 
ucation and exposure to multifaceted 
perspectives, as well as a deep personal 
commitment to prayer and service. 

At the Gregorian University in 
Rome, our Jesuit professors have in- 
structed us in the traditional doctrines 
of our church. Sharing this experience 
with other students in Rome has given

me a greater appreciation for the true 
universality of our faith. 
While school is not in session, many

cantonio’s first assignment was as associate pastor at Our 
Lady of Grace Church. He was named associate super- 
intendent of Catholic schools in 1985. 

He recently completed a master’s degree in education 
administration from the University of San Diego and lives 
at St. Francis Seminary where he assists with the 
community formation of seminarians. 


When Father Marcantonio told his high school friends 
he planned to enter the seminary after graduation, 
everyone was surprised. ‘‘There were mixed reactions,’’ 


he said. 


““Ninety percent of it was positive. . . A few couldn’t 
understand why I wanted to be so involved in the church 
or with religion,’’ Father Marcantonio said. 

He said he was fortunate to have high school friends — 
Catholic and non-Catholic — who shared the same 
values. A group of about eight or 10 still get together once 
or twice a year, he added. 

“I value those friendships,’’ Father Marcantonio said. 
“They keep me in touch with where [ came from, and 
with the real lives of people who live outside the clergy 
circle. 


He enjoys listening to their daily struggles as parents 
and shares his experiences with them. Father Marcan- 
tonio admits that not living the same lifestyle as his high 
school friends causes a barrier, similar to one between 
friends not working in the same professional field. 

Father Marcantonio offers some advice to men and 
women considering a religious vocation. ‘‘You have to 
ask yourself: ‘Is this what helps me to be what I want and 
need to be?’ ”’ he said. 


Discerning a religous vocation calls for a lot of prayer 
and dialogue. Without these, it is hard to find peace with 
any choices, he said. 

The priesthood and religious life are ways of life ‘‘that 
can really free a person to grow in Christ through service, 
prayer, leadership and community life,’’ he said. 


Father Marcantonio stressed that a religious vocation is 
not a career option or profession, but it ‘‘offers a lot of 
challenge and rewards, and a rich array of friendships and 
relationships that can bring a person to grow.”’ 4

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Vatican issues report on U.S. seminaries ©

WASHINGTON (NC) — A Vatican study of 38 post- 


college seminaries in the United States says that some of 


them show confusion about authoritative church teach- 
ings in moral theology but that the majority offer bal- 
anced and faithful programs. 

A report on the study was released in Washington Oct. 
Ds 

Dissent from church teaching was uncovered in ‘‘a few 
instances’’ but.‘‘is not a major characteristic’’ of the sem- 
inaries, according to the 23-page report. Confusion about 
church teachings is a ‘‘more common phenomenon,”’ it 
said. 

The report, issued by the Vatican Congregation for 
Catholic Education, was based on in-depth studies in 
1983-84 of the 38 free-standing Catholic post-college sem- 
inaries in the United States. The studies were done by 
teams of bishops, religious superiors and seminary leaders 
under the direction of Bishop John Marshall of Burling- 
ton, Vt., Pope John Paul [1’s appointed delegate. 

Studies are still in process on college-level seminaries 
and on collaborative or union models of priestly training, 
in which two or more institutions are involved in training 
seminarians. 

American-born Cardinal William Baum, head of the 
Vatican congregation, wrote the report in the form of a 
letter to the bishops of the United States. 

Regarding the quality of U.S. priesthood candidates it 
said, ‘‘Although mistakes have been made, in our judg- 
ment there is more anxiety about the quality of seminar- 
ians in the public forum than is warranted by the 
evidence.”’ 

{t said weaknesses include inadequate training in phil- 
osophy before theology and inadequate numbers of black 
and Hispanic seminarians. 

{n a cover letter sent with the report, Bishop James W. 
Malone of Youngstown, Ohio, president of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, expressed ‘‘considerable 
satisfaction’’ at the conclusions of the report. 

He said Cardinal Baum had taken note of ‘‘the defi- 
ciencies where they exist,’’ but in general had found U.S. 
seminaries ‘‘strong and vibrant.”’ 

The report focused only on the nation’s free-standing 
theologates, which. are post-college seminaries in which 
the spiritual, academic and pastoral formation is 
combined in a single institution.

The report said the ‘‘majority of the theologates have 
curricula of moral theology characterized by balance, fi- 
delity, pedagogic appropriateness and pastoral 
sensitivity.”’ 

But it urged ‘‘nipping the problem (of confusion) in the 
bud”’ and called for a ‘‘more intimate involvement of the 
bishops”’ in ‘“‘the building up of moral theology . . . on 
its good foundations and the repair of its inadequacies and 
confusions.”’ 

Besides strengthening moral theology, philosophy and 
minority enrollment, seminaries need to stress more 
clearly the distinction between priesthood and_ lay 
ministry, the report said. [t said that 
differences in background and purpose, the access of non- 
seminarians to seminary courses should be limited. 

The report praised the quality of liturgical celebrations, 
the preparation for priestly celibacy, and the rapid devel- 
opment of pastoral formation. 

Other major findings in the report included: 


because of 


¢ Bishops are supportive of their seminaries, and rela- 
tionships between the bishops and the seminary 
leadership are generally good. 

¢ Rectors are ‘‘competent and dedicated’? but some- 
times ‘‘overstretched’’ because they are given too many 
““extraneous duties.”’ 

e Faculties are usually well qualified and work as a 


team. ‘‘Some instances’’ of. individual staff members 
being disruptive were found, however, and some 
seminaries are weak in staff recruitment and 
development. 


© The typical U.S. seminarian today is somewhat older, 
than in the past. Most are middle class. Too few are black 
or Hispanic, despite ‘‘strong efforts’’ at minority recruit- 
ment by some seminaries. Some seminaries admit candid- 
ates who need therapeutic counseling, but they should 
insist that the candidate receive therapy ‘‘before being 
reconsidered for the seminary.’’ 

¢ Regarding admission policies, seminaries have given 
‘“‘a very willing response’’ to older vocations, with some 
very good results and “‘some rather painful experiences.”’ 
The report noted that ‘‘some recent converts and some of 
the recently widowed have been too hastily accepted into 
seminaries.’’ It added that ‘‘much more caution’’ should 
be exercised in considering applications of ‘‘men whose 
marriages have been annulled.”’ 

e “‘There are some people who are determined to be 
priests by hook or by crook,’’ it said, and caution and 
proper consultation should be exercised in considering 
former seminarians or Religious seeking readmission to 
the seminary. 

e There is an “‘undervaluing of philosophy,”’ so that 
the requirements set by the bishops’ conference as a 
minimum ‘‘now seem to have become the norm.”’ 
Entrants coming from college seminaries are generally 
ready for theology, but most others need the ‘‘pre- 
theology year’? which many theology-level seminaries 
have introduced. 

¢ Seminaries with pre-theology courses have given 
‘‘the highest importance’’ to spiritual formation. ‘‘This is 
to be unhesitatingly commended and supported.”’ 

e The study teams visiting the seminaries ‘‘were 
generally highly impressed by the quality of the liturgical 
celebrations and the homilies.’’ Serious liturgical abuses 
“are rare, occurring in small group liturgies, but they 
should not exist at all.’

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Group begins campaign to aid aging nuns 


By Julie Asher 


WASHINGTON (NC) — A group of prominent lay 
Catholics has launched a national fund-raising campaign 
to help U.S. religious orders facing a retirement funding 
deficit estimated at $2.5 billion. 

At a press conference Sept. 29 in Washington, organiz- 


ers described their effort as the most ambitious project . 


ever launched by laity. 

They also said it is a way for people taught by religious 
arders to pay them back for their Catholic education. 

The Washington-based campaign is called Support 
Our Aging Religious, or SOAR. 

A study released in May showed that although male 
and female religious orders are increasing efforts to fund 
their retirement needs, the debt for their retirement costs 
has reached $2.5 billion. Religious orders of women have 
been hardest hit. 

‘There is a $2.5 billion gap between the dream of a 
comfortable, cared-for retirement and the reality, which is 
that many religious orders are quietly drifting into bank- 
ruptcy and in some cases severe poverty,’’ said Francis J. 
Butler, president of Foundations and Donors Interested

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Archbishop warns against 
‘clericalization’ of laity 


DETROIT (NC) — Lay people often 
see their responsibility for the mission of 
the church in ‘‘too restricted a way, al- 
most in an in-house, clerical way,’’ said 
Archbishop Edmund Szoka of Detroit. 

Such a view, he said, can result in 
“‘clericalization of laity and laicization of 
clergy.”’ 

“*In some ways it’s almost been like try- 
ing to bring everybody into the clerical 
state,’’ he said. ‘‘They begin to think of 
ministry only in terms of what priests do, 
or maybe what Religious do.”’ 

The archbishop’s comments were made 
during an interview with The Michigan 
Catholic, newspaper of the Archdiocese of 
Detroit, and in an address to the archdio- 
cesan pastoral council. 

““Tf we begin to look upon that (type of 
ministry) as the primary role for lay 
people, then we are confusing roles. 
We’re confusing theology because who is 
it that is going to confront the world?

While the Vatican’s support of liberation theology has 
probably peaked, the controversy surrounding the con- 
nection between the gospel of Jesus Christ and political 
oppression is far from over. 

At a two-day research conference entitled ‘‘Liberation 
Theology: The Catholic Church and_ Sociopolitical 
Change in Latin America,”’ scholars from around the 
country reflected on the meaning and significance of lib- 
eration theology for Latin American countries. 

One session was held Oct. 7 at the University of Calif- 
ornia, San Diego’s Center for [berian and Latin Amer- 
ican studies. It featured a Catholic theologian, a Protes- 
tant theologian and a historian who reflected on the 
~vthurch’s official response to liberation theology and the 

charge that Marxism, not Christianity, is the primary 
theme of liberation theology. 

Jesuit theologian Francis R. Smith of the University of 
Santa Clara reviewed the church’s magisterium or official 
teaching regarding liberation theology. 

He said that the high tide of influence of liberation the- 
ology occurred 15 years ago in the 1971 Synod of Bishops 
statement on ‘‘Justice in the World.”’ 

The document stated that ‘‘action on behalf of justice 
and participation in the transformation of the world fully 
appear to us as a constitutive dimension of the preaching 
of the gospel, or in other words, of the church’s mission 
for the redemption of the human race and its liberation 
from every oppressive situation.*’ 

Smith said that a document issued in 1975, Evangelii 
Nuntzandi, is the fundamental statement on the question of 
liberation theology in Roman Catholicism. That docu- 
ment points out that in the past the church has limited its 
understanding of evangelization to mean preaching or 
teaching. 

Today, evangelization must also concern itself with the 
“renewal of humanity, and with other essential elements 
such as conversion, witness of life, proclamation of the 
Word, sacramental life, community of believers, and the 
development of the evangelized to be evangelizers them- 
selves. According to Evangelii Nuntiandi Pope Paul VI be- 
lieved the renewal of humanity was essential in 
evangelization. 

Smith said that according to the documents of Vatican 
{{, there is a harmony between eschatological salvation 
and the human effort to build a better world. But, he cau-

tioned, while there is a unity between the two, there is also 
a distinction. 

‘“‘As much as Vatican II oriented the Catholic Church 
toward engagement with the world, it had not yet reached 
the notion of integral salvation, or of evangelization as 
taking place through temporal action, which one finds in 
liberation theology, the 1971 Synod of Bishops, and in- 
choately, in Evangelii Nuntiandi. 

Pope John Paul If differs from Pope Paul VI in his un- 
derstanding of the church’s role in the renewal of human- 
ity. Based on the most recent documents issued by 
Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, Pope John Paul [I sees salva- 
tion primarily as liberation from personal sin. 

Socioeconomic liberation is a consequence of that salva- 
tion. Because there is a marked difference in the teachings 
of Popes John Paul [f and Paul VI, Smith said the contro- 
versy and the dialogue regarding the importance of trans- 
formation of the world and personal transformation will 
continue. ‘‘We’re only in the third inning.”’ 

Harold Wells, a Protestant theologian from the Univer- 
sity of Toronto, told the audience it is virtually impossible 
to articulate faith without an ideology of some sort. 

He pointed out that the Vatican has accused liberation 
theologians of using Marxism as the determining princi- 
ple in the way the Gospel is preached and lived. The Vat- 
ican Sacred Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith 
has particularly objected to using the theory of class strug- 
gle and conflict in defining the problems and‘solutions to 
oppression. The Vatican insists that personal moral con- 
version, not a particular social order or theory, is the only 
solution. 

Wells suggested it is impossible to reflect critically on 
the meaning of the Gospel for today’s Christian without 
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“Now, how much did you say you'd Sacrifice 
for the Missions on World Mission Sunday?” 
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being influenced by one’s own experience of reality. 
“The important thing is not whether one has an ideology 
or not, but whether or not that ideology is aligned to the 
Gospel.”’ 

Wells condemned what he called ideologically deter- 
mined theologies: ‘‘the apartheid theology of white South 
Africa, the Reganite theology of Falwell, the Armageddon 
theology of Hal Lindsay, or simply the predominant per- 
sonalized, comfortably liberal theology of most prosper- 
ous Canadian churchgoers.”’ 


Ralph Della Cava, a history professor from the City 
College of New York, spoke on the Vatican and the Bra- 
zilian church. ‘‘The Brazilian church is the only church 
whose intellectual cadre has achieved a dominating influ- 
ence in the third world,’’ he said. The Brazilian church is 
the largedt single contingent of the church in the world. It 
is there that the future direction of world Catholicism will 
be determined, he said. 

Della Cava noted that there is a crisis going on in the 
world capitalist order. ‘‘The left has won and found its 
place in the governments of Germany, France, and Italy. 
It has won in national liberation movements. but de- 
stroyed any modicum of democracy in the process.” 

The New York historian suggested that a new social or- 
der is now being born, one that is post-socialist and post- 
capitalist, and that the church will play a significant role 
in determining the characteristics of that new order.

These. buildings will house two 
classrooms for each grade from kinder- 
garten to grade eight, a library, gymnasi- 
um, cafeteria, computer and science labs 
and rooms for music, arts and crafts, 
Thompson said. 

The present school buildings include 
nine classrooms for pupils in kindergarten 
through grade eight. Most of these struc- 
tures were moved onto the parish site in 
1944, said Sister Maria Paz Uribe, SSBS, 
principal. They are inadequate for the en- 
rollment of 339, nearly 40 percent of 
whom commute from Tijuana. The play- 
ground should be four times its size, she 
said.

population will multiply by five, she pre- 
dicted, adding the school already has a 
waiting list of 100.

she said. Four rooms have poor ventil- 
and the heating system is 
unsatisfactory. 

The school’s one multipurpose room is 
taxed beyond its capacity, Sister Uribe 
continued. It is used for Mass, assem- 
blies, lunch, performances, meetings, 
music lessons, and physical education on 
rainy days. 

Last week, when public school teachers 
tested pupils at OLMC for eligibility for 
Chapter I instruction, they had to be 
moved three times in one day, the 
principal said. 

The library can accommodate only 
eight students at a time and has an insuffi- 
cient number of books, Thompson said. 

“‘Traffic patterns in San Ysidro have 
closed in on the school site. The parking 
situation is difficult and dangerous,’’ he 
added. 

OLMC’s staff, alumni and parents 
hope their possible dream will end these 
problems. 

They envision two kindergarten classes 
where children will spend a five-hour day, 
including extended day care, Sister Uribe 
said. 

Added classroom space will also allow 
more individualized instruction in 
English-As-A—Second-Language classes.
